Romulus received another blow in the fight to stop two 
hazardous waste injection wells from becoming opera¬ 
tional when the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
announced, this week, that it has renewed the under¬ 
ground injection control permits for Environmental 
Disposal Systems (EDS). 

The permits will allow EDS to dispose of hazardous 
liquid waste by injecting it into the two wells, but not just 
yet 

Environmental Disposal Systems is still required by 
law to receive an operating license from the State of 
Michigan to begin dumping the waste. At this time that 
license is under review by the state, according to 
Romulus Economic Development Director Tim Keyes. 

“We are tremendously disappointed that the EPA con¬ 
tinues to fail to hear the community,” said Keyes. “But 
this is not over yet” 

Many state and local representatives have been trying 
to stop EDS from pumping hazardous material into the 
wells for more than 12 years.

“It is our intent to do everything we can to stop the 
injection wells in this community,” said Keyes. “We are 
working closely with staff and attorneys, as well as with 
the City of Taylor to prevent these injection wells.” 

Earlier this year, Sunoco Oil filed a petition with the 
EPA asking them to reconsider an exemption issued to 
EDS in March. 

The exemption freed EDS from federal restrictions on 
land disposal of hazardous waste for the two injection 
wells, which are located in Romulus. 

The disposal company would use the wells, which are 
about 4J200 feet below the surface, to hold hazardous liq¬ 
uid wastes-including acids and heavy metals like mer¬ 
cury, chromium and nickel. 


But Sunoco has received all the necessary permit; 
from the state to begin to operate brine disposal anc 
extraction wells in the same formation as EDS. 

Sunoco plans to store natural gas for future use in th< 
formation. When the gas is in demand, Sunoco woulc 
then bring up the gas and replace it with brine or sal 
water 

If EDS were also allowed use of the wells to dump th< 
hazardous waste, Sunoco could bring the hazardous 
waste to the surface when it brought up the gas, wel 
opponents claim 

The EPA contends thaf based on an extensive reviev 
of the EDS petition for exemption, scientific data ant 
public comments, ‘the waste will stay confined to a layei 
of rock deep underground and will not threaten humar 
health or the environment” 

The original permits, issued in April 1998, expired ii 
October 2003. They allow EDS to dispose of liquid haz 
ardous and non-hazaixlous waste into the two wells. Th< 
average daily volume of waste injected is estimated to b< 
more than 240,000 gallons and the maximum pressun

Seniors urged not to panic 
about flu vaccine shortage

Flu shots are a hot commodily 
this year in western Wayne County 
- and throughout the counfry. 

So there is no doubt that 
Romulus, Belleville, Van Buren 
and Sumpter township residents 
looking to get a flu shot this year 
may be having some trouble find¬ 
ing the vaccination anywhere in 
Wayne County. 

The flu vaccine shortage start¬ 
ed earlier this month when 
British regulators stopped the 
Chiron Corp., one of only two 
major influenza vaccine suppliers 
for the U.S., from manufacturing 
the vaccine due to unspecific 
sterility defects in the plant in 
Liverpool, England, where all of 
the vaccine is made. 


This 3-month suspension tool 
effect immediately. It preventer 
Chiron from shipping the 48 mil 
lion doses expected by the U.S 
government to combat flu seasoi 
this year 

There were more than 30< 
seniors signed up to receive fh 
shots at the Romulus Senio 
Center, but the vaccine shipment 
never arrived. But Linda Normar 
senior citizens coordinator fo 
Romulus said people should no 
panic, yet 

‘This is very early for people ti 
start panicking if they don’t have < 
flu shot,” said Norman. ‘The fli 
season doesn’t even start unti 
about mid to late November anc 
that is when people normally ge 
their flu shot So there is still tim< 
to find the flu vaccine.”

Iraq residents thankful for ES. involvement, praise cooperation

Iraqi citizen Athraa Hasoon 
said that she lives a “typical fam¬ 
ily life” in her country, now that 
Saddam Hussein’s reign is com¬ 
ing to an end. 

‘Although there is bloodshed, 
it is not as violent as the TV 
images show,” Hasoon said. “I 
get up and walk my daughter to 
school, go to work, come home 
and cook just like anyone else.” 

Hasoon, a professor of biology 
at Baghdad University, also said 
that there must be probable 
cause in order for the authori¬ 


ties to apprehend someone, 
whereas under the Ba’ath parly, 
citizens of Iraq could be 
detained for minuscule reasons, 
such as not having at least one 
photograph of former president 
Hussein in their home. 

She and Dr. Hayder 
Abdulkarin, who volunteered 
with the Middle East Council of 
Churches in Iraq to provide 
humanitarian assistance during 
the war, spoke to members of the 
Plymouth Morning Rotary Club 
and their guests last week about 
the pain and suffering the peo¬ 
ple of Iraq endured under the 
Ba’ath party. And he says with 


the help of Iraq’s new “partner,” 
his country will thrive in the 
years to come. 

“Now we have hope,” he said. 
“Every time you have hope, 
there is always the opportunity 
for new development, educa¬ 
tion, health services and securi¬ 
ty” 

The Iraq-America Freedom 
Alliance (IAFA) called in the two 
individuals, who are doing their 
part to build a bright future for 
the people of Iraq. 

The alliance is a coalition of 
American and Iraqi organiza¬ 
tions and individuals committed 
to fostering goodwill between 


our nations’ citizens and win¬ 
ning the war on terror 

Under Saddam Hussein, the 
two would have never had the 
opportunity to tell their story to 
anyone outside of Iraq. 

“It’s difficult to find out what 
truth is,” Tim Phillips, Rotary 
Club vice-president, said. 
“These people have come here 
today to help us understand 
what that truth is.” 

Hasoon added that her salary 
has taken a huge climb since 
United States forces have began 
the liberation of the war-tom 
country. As a college professor, 
Hasoon’s pay ballooned from 


about $1.50 a month to arourn 
$500 per month. 

Hasoon went on to add tha 
there we no new books or com 
puters at her university. Shi 
then joked about going from ai 
“old-school” blackboard an< 
chalk, to an up-to-date “white 
board” and markers. 

Hasoon’s light tone stopped 
though, when she began to tali 
about her childrea Hasoon sail 
this liberation will serve then

“My life is gone,” she said. “ 
didn’t travel.

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Seniors Make 
Strides Against 
Breast Cancer’

More than 40,000 men and 
women nationwide will die of 
breast cancer this year. 
Statewide, 7,500 Michigan 
women will be diagnosed with 
the disease and 1,400 will die. 
Statistics like this prompted 
members of the Romulus 
Senior Citizens Center to do 
something to help fight breast 
cancer 

They chose to walk in the 
seventh annual “Making Strides 
Against Breast Cancer” event 
Oct 16 on Belle Isle. 

Seventeen senior citizens 
from Romulus put on their 
walking shoes and made their 
way down to the event with 
more than $1,000 of sponsorship 
money in hand. 

“This is a great event” said 
Linda Norman, senior coordi¬ 
nator for Romulus. “It is some¬ 
thing that will at some point 
touch the lives of everyone.” 

One of the walkers, Louis 
Mitchell is a professional when 
it comes to walking in this 
event 

‘1 have done it for the last 3 
years,” said Mitchell. “It helps 
to know that you are getting up 
and doing something about any 
type of cancer” 

Mitchell, a cancer survivor 
himself, said that talking with 
the other participants helps 
people realize that they are not 
alone. 

“I enjoy meeting the differ¬ 
ent people down there every 
year,” said Mitchell. “I always 
learn something interesting 
from other people who have 
also survived cancer” 

Although the event is official¬ 
ly a walk for breast cancer, 
Mitchell said that there are 
always men participating. 

“A lot of men walk in the 
event,” said MitchelL “It is good 
that all the men get out and 
walk, too.” 

Norman said that the reason

In Van Buren Township, the 
September Days Senior Center, 
which usually hosts clinics for flu 
shots on an annual basis, has can¬ 
celled the Oct. 22 clinic. There 
were 300 people who signed up to 
receive the vaccination, according 
to director Linda Combs. 

“We are hurting badly,” said 
Combs. “Normally, we do about 
300 shots a year, but Oakwood 
Health Care called to tell us that 
we had to cancel our clinic this 
time. We’ve been referring resi¬ 
dents to get the shot from their 
doctors, other area clinics, or clin¬ 
ics at Farmer Jack grocery stores.” 

There are also some ways to 
help prevent the spread of the flu, 
said Norman

walk is that breast cancer and 
cancer affects everybody in 
some way. 

“Until it knocks on your 
doorstep, you can’t understand 
the fear,” said Norman. “But it 
is not just the fear from the per¬ 
son who has been diagnosed 
with cancer, it is from the family 
and friends of the persoa They 
are also affected” 

Norman said she didn’t real¬ 
ize this aspect of the disease 
until she had a breast cancer 
scare of her own. 

“I had a double biopsy and I 
went into the hospital for the 
procedure and didn’t tell my 
children,” said Norman. “When 
I got out I let them know what 
was going on, but they were so 
angry at me for not telling them 
before.” 

Norman said thankfiilly she 
did not have cancer, but the 
scare made her realize how ter¬ 
rifying the disease can be to 
people and their families. 

“This walk draws attention 
to this disease,” said Norman. 
“It shows people that they are 
not alone in this fight and the 
survivors who go and walk show 
people that there is always 
hope to overcome cancer.” 

More than 25 senior original¬ 
ly signed up to participate in 
the walk, up from eight last 
year, but only 17 made it to the 
walk because of the cold and 
rainy weather 


First wash your hands after 
coughing or sneezing with soap 
and warm water or an alcohol 
based hand cleaner. Always 
remember to cover your mouth 
when you sneeze or cough. If you 
are sick stay away from others as 
much as possible. 

According to MDCH the best 
way to prevent illness is to live a 
healthy lifestyle by exercising reg¬ 
ularly, eating a balanced diet, 
drinking lots of fluids and getting 
plenty of rest 

Each year approximately 20 
percent of the U.S. population gets 
the flu with an estimated 36,000 
people dying from the illness. 

In the State of Michigan about 
1,000 deaths are reported annual¬ 
ly from the flu, the majority of 
which come from the senior popu- 
latioa 

“Ninety-percent of the deaths 


“The weather was terrible,” 
said Mitchell. “I just left the bus 
to go turn in our sponsorship 
money and I was soaked when I 
came back.” 

Of the 17 that attended the 
event, only six were able to fin¬ 
ish the 5-mile walk, but that isn't 
deterring Norman. 

“I really am hoping that 
more and more people will join 
us every year,” said Norman. 
“Hopefully next year the weath¬ 
er will be better” 

Making Strides Against 
Breast Cancer has been the 
American Cancer Society rally¬ 
ing cry to raise awareness and 
dollars to fight breast cancer 
since 1993. This noncompetitive 
walk has quickly become the 
largest community event in sup¬ 
port of breast cancer research 
in the United States with 
400,000 people in 90 cities par¬ 
ticipated in 2003. To date, the 
event has generated more than 
$104 million, helping to make 
the American Cancer Society 
the largest private source of 
funding for breast cancer 
research in the world. 

“Cancer is not prejudiced,” 
said Norman. “It doesn’t care 
how old you are or what your 
race or gender are, these peo¬ 
ple are so supportive of each 
other and they are there for 
each other We hope more peo¬ 
ple get involved in the walk for 
next year.” 


caused by the flu are seniors,” 
said Norman.

happy for my children. They will 
travel. They will do everything 
they want to do. So if I die, I’ll be 
fine because of my children.” 

Abdulkarin said that under 
Hussein, no one could travel 
outside of Iraq without the fear 
of being murdered. He also said 
that there were no human rights 
or women’s rights under the 
Iraqi dictator. He added that the 
health care situation was in 
shambles under the Ba’ath 
party, stating that there was no 
vaccination system for children, 
or hospital supplies. 

After the two had the oppor¬ 
tunity to speak, they Fielded 
questions from the crowd, rang¬ 
ing from their thoughts on the 
upcoming elections in January, 
to the length of time U.S. forces 
should stay in Iraq.

allowed would be 765 pounds 
per square inch. 

The EPA said that new condi¬ 
tions have been added in the 
draft permits, including, changes 
to the waste analysis plan, the 
injection rate and pressure, the 
plugging plan and limitations on 
several kinds of hazardous waste. 

These changes were made to 
make the permits consistent with 
the exemption to the federal ban 
on the land disposal of haz¬ 
ardous waste. 

The EPA reviewed and 
responded to 118 comments 
made by the public in regard to 
the newly renewed draft permits. 
In response to one of those com¬ 
ments, the EPA said that addi¬ 
tional computer modeling by 


Romulus schools items up for 
auction this year.

Items pur¬ 
chased need to be paid for the 
day of the auction and preferably 
removed the same day. Lists of 
items to be auctioned will be 
available on site. 


Both speakers agree they 
want Iraq to govern itself, but

“We don’t want the U.S. to 
leave us because we don’t have a 
strong enough front to protect us 
from our invaders,” Hasoon 
said.

Abdulkarin added that with 
Iraq’s first-ever democratic elec¬ 
tion just two months away, he 
has hopes that more than 80 per¬ 
cent of the Iraqi people will 
exercise their right to vote. 

Both speakers said they have 
nothing but positive things to 
share when they return home. 
Hasoon said she hopes one day 
Iraq will look like the U.S. And 
Abdulkarin said he has hopes of 
one specific change to be made 
in his home country. 

“We have a strong partner in 
the United States,” he said. 


EDS was requested to consider a 
claim that the layer of under¬ 
ground rock confining the waste 
thins significantly about 45 miles 
to the northeast of the wells. 

The additional modeling 
requested confirmed that the 
area of review was appropriate. 
The EPA said it is a large enough 
area that the pressure located 
beyond the area would be too 
low to force injected waste up 
into sources of drinking water 
through any opening, such as an 
old unplugged well. 

The EPA said that EDS was 
required to show that there were 
no known conduits within that 
certain area. 

The permits, a summary of 
responses to comments received, 
the index of the administrative 
record and other records related 
to the EDS wells are available to 
review at the Romulus Public 
Library, 11121 Wayne Road. 
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Fire Prevention Week is success in Van Buren

The Van Buren Township Fire 
Department wrapped up Fire 
prevention week recently, but 
spreading awareness about fire 
prevention is an ongoing effort 
for the firefighters. 

Fire department representa¬ 
tives visited several area schools, 
bringing along their smoke house 
and message about the impor¬ 
tance of fire safety. 

This year, the theme was ‘road 
trip,’ which included stops at 
Elwell, Edgemont, Savage, Tyler 
and Haggerty elementary schools 
along with the Head Start 
Program. Every first grade stu¬ 
dent learned how to prepare and 
react to a fire, according to Fire 
Chief A1 Smolea 


“We encouraged the students 
to take the information home to 
their families and talk to their 
parents about checking smoke 
detectors and making an escape 
plan in case of a fire,” he said. 
“Early detection is the key to 
eliminating the effects of a fire.” 

In the township alone, Smolen 
said that the fire department 
receives hundreds of calls a year 
about residential fires caused by 
cooking, candles, matches, or 
unsuccessful fire alarms. That’s 
why firefighters want to educate 
people on how to handle those 
situations, and how to prevent 
them in the first place. 

“Statistically, cooking fires are 
the number one cause of house 
fires throughout the country,” he 
said. “We want to educate people 
and protect both them and their 


property.” 

A big part of the education, he 
said, is about home smoke 
alarms. 

“It’s hard to overemphasize 
the importance of smoke detec¬ 
tors. It’s extremely important to 
have one on every level of the 
residence, near every sleeping 
level. It’s an inexpensive way to 
provide early detection,” said 
Smolea 

According to the National Fire 
Protection Association (NFPA), a 
fire starts somewhere once every 
61 seconds, on average. They 
emphasize testing smoke alarms 
because most people do not test 
them as often as they should, and 
as a result, one out of five home 
smoke alarms are not working. 

“Whatever a battery for a 
smoke detector costs, you just

increased the chances for your 
family,” said Smolen. “You 
should change the battery twice a 
year, test them and if it doesn’t 
work, get a new detector It really 
is so easy to buy, install and main¬ 
tain that there is no reason why a 
home should not have one.” 

Smolen said that by the end of 
fire prevention week, the pro¬ 
gram was presented to more than 
800 school-aged children and 
more than 200 adults. He added 


that just because fire prevention 
week is over, it does not mean 
that the department will stop 
public education efforts. The 
department will also continue to 
visit schools for career days, trav¬ 
el to area businesses and also 
area clubs such as the Boy Scouts 
and Girl Scouts of America 

If a fire does start, Smolen 
said that residents should stay 
low to the ground because smoke 
rises. Once outside, have a meet¬ 
ing place where everyone in the 
household can be accounted for 
and call 911. The fire department 
will do the rest 

“Each household should plan 
an escape route and practice it,” 
he said. “Also, the more smoke 
detectors you have in the house 
that are working properly, the 
faster we can get out there.”

Officials expect to break 
;round next week on a Family 
iervice and Learning Center that 
vill cater to the needs of employ¬ 
ees of the Ford Motor Co., the 
ocal United Auto Workers and 
he Visteon workforce. 

The family center will be con¬ 
tracted near the comer of Venoy 
md Annapolis roads in the City 
>f Wayne, according to City 
banner Matt Miller 

“It’s going to be almost a com- 
nunity center for employees and 
•etirees from the Wayne Ford 
slants,” he said. 

The family centers are 
iesigned to provide benefits to 


local Fbrd employees, according 
to David Summers, a spokesper¬ 
son for the project. They offer 
services as varied as tax plan¬ 
ning, fraud prevention seminars, 
immunization fairs, self-defense 
classes, travel assistance and 
more. There will be a lending 
library on site and a kitchen, too, 
Miller said, along with communi¬ 
ty rooms that can be rented out 
and that will host several differ¬ 
ent types of activities. 

“A key goal for all family coun¬ 
cils is to enrich and build upon 
existing community programs, 
making them more accessible to 
a wider audience of UAW, Fold 
and Visteon families,” Summers 
§aid. 

The 9,600-square-foot struc¬ 


ture is scaled back from the origi¬ 
nal plan, which included about 
25,000-square feet in two sepa¬ 
rate buildings. Miller said that’s 
because the demographics at the 
plants have changed, and the 
designers have eliminated the 
day care component of the plan. 
A majority of the people working 
at the Ford plants in Wayne have 
more than 20 years seniority with 
the company. 

“People that have been work¬ 
ing that long usually don’t have 
children requiring care,” Miller 
said.

And quickly. The plan was 
approved by the Wayne Planning 
Commission last Tuesday and by 
the Wayne City Council Tuesday 
night.

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Our vote goes to... 

The elected boards in Plymouth Township and Canton Township 
will have a new look, feature new voices for the next 4 years. 

That’s because in both communities, long-time members of the 
board have stepped down, sought new roles, or both. 

In Plymouth Township, where there will be a new supervisor, 
there is also a vacant seat, left open when long-time trustee Ron 
Griffith resigned and moved away. It has been capably filled by Dan 
Herriman since then, but Herriman is not seeking to fill the seat for 
a full term. 

There are six candidates left after the August Republican prima¬ 
ry to fill the four trustee spots on the board. They are Republican 
incumbents Kay Arnold and Charles Curmi, Steven Mann, the cur¬ 
rent township supervisor who is stepping down to seek a part-time 
role on the board, Robert Doroshewitz, also a Republican, along with 
Democrat Mark Christianson and independent Paul Schulz. 

Of the six, we like Arnold, Curmi, Mann and Doroshewitz for the 
spots. 

Mann has served the township well in his 4 years as supervisor. 
Many plans that had long been discussed in the township - and new 
municipal facility, a downtown development authority (DDA) to help 
revitalize Ann Arbor Road - have come to fruition under his leader¬ 
ship. He’s shown that he can capably guide the township in the right 
direction, and that perspective will come in handy as the township 
board fleshes out the details of those two important initiatives. Mann 
also sought and earned a legal degree during off time and on week¬ 
ends, and that legal perspective will be a benefit to the board, too. 

Arnold is another obvious choice. She has served the township 
well both as a trustee and as a member of the planning commission. 
She always acts in the best interests of the residents and the long¬ 
term vision of the township, and that is exactly what you look for in a 
local elected official. She’s also not afraid to ask questions, another 
positive. 

Like Arnold, Curmi has served 12 years on the board of trustees. 
Not always popular, he can come across as abrasive, but we think 
that’s because he’s not afraid to push and push until he’s certain he’s 
making the right decision. He’s most likely to question the adminis¬ 
tration, because he sees himself as being responsible to the residents 
and their concerns. We don’t think they could have a better advocate. 

We didn’t endorse Doroshewitz during the August primary, prefer¬ 
ring instead the more experienced Dennis Cebulski, chair of the 
planning commission. Doroshewitz, is a solid choice for the fourth 
trustee spot, however. He’ll provide insight from a business, legal 
and technological background, all of which are benefits for a local 
elected board. We also like his commitment to expanding parks and 
recreation within the township. With the experience of Arnold, 
Mann, Curmi and the other elected board members, it’s an ideal 
time for someone to learn the ropes of local politics. 

In Canton Township, there are six candidates seeking four open 
trustee spots, with long-time board member Bob Shefferly stepping 
down. Four are Republicans - incumbents Melissa McLaughlin and 
Karl Zarbo, along with newcomers Todd LaJoy and Tbdd Caccamo - 
and two are Democrats, Bill Rice and Godfrey Aguwa 

If s obvious that there will be a new face on the board, and we’d 
like to see some diversify, too. That’s why we endorse McLaughlin, 
Zarbo, LaJoy and Rice for the spots. 

McLaughlin is a clear, easy choice A resident of the township for 
42 years, she’s involved with virtually every aspect of it She’s been 
on the Historic District Commission for 20 years, the Downtown

My first memory of Wayne is 
from the State Wayne Theater. 

I went there as a teenager 
with a group of friends for a 
birthday party, and I don’t 
remember much about it, only 
that we saw the movie 
Condorman and stuck around for 
a showing of Airplane without 
paying for the second movie No 
one cared. 

The theater has had its diffi¬ 
culties through the years, but is 
making quite a comeback, and 
that’s why I was glad to see the 
effort to renovate and polish up 
the inside 

It’s a unique feature for the 
community, an independent sec¬ 
ond-run movie house There are 
fewer and fewer of them around; 
the Terrace Theater in Livonia is 
no more, neither is the 
Penniman Theater in downtown 
Plymouth. The fact that Wayne 
owns it, made the investment 
because of what the theater had 
meant - and could again mean - 
to downtown makes it even more 
unique 

And it’s clear that work is 


needed at the theater, too. The 
city hasn’t done much to it other 
than routine maintenance, and 
that maintenance has lately 
taken a step from routine to 
‘emergency’ 

I went there Saturday night, 
actually, and saw the need for the 
improvements again, in the still¬ 
glaring half-light of the old gem. I 
had plenty of time to look around 
and take in my surroundings 
because the movie my wife and I 
picked - The Village - was proba¬ 
bly the worst movie I had even 
seen in my long history of movie¬ 
going. OK, maybe it wasn’t that 
bad, but it wasn’t good. 

Anyway, the most entertaining 
part of the experience, for me, 
was listening to the sound my 
shoes made as I sporadically 
peeled them from a floor sticky 
with decades of spilled pop and 
crushed jujubes. I tried to imitate 
the more famous drum solos in 
classic rock ‘n’ roll through the 
rhythmic, squelching movements 
of my feet, much to the annoy¬ 
ance of those sitting nearby. 

It probably didn’t help that I 


was giggling 
like a school¬ 
girl, either 

Some may question why the 
city is even in the business of 
operating a movie theater in the 
first place It’s still not in a posi¬ 
tion to earn money, although it is 
getting closer and closer to the 
black ink. 

I see it, though, as an impor¬ 
tant part of the community. It’s 
something that Wayne has that 
very few communities do. 
Promoted properly, it could help 
bolster the business community. 
Once it is cleaned up and 
brought up to date. I’d like to see 
an attempt to attract crowds to 
the city - it could be used to host 
film festivals as varied as the 
Three Stooges, to art films. I 
think there would always be a 
crowd of people willing to see the 
classics back on the big screea 

The theater deserves its spot 
in the city landscape, and it 
deserves its near-emergency 
makeover Let’s keep it around

He was appoint¬ 
ed after State Rep. Phil LaJoy was elect¬ 
ed to Lansing 2 years ago. He has a solid 
background with community service, 
though, as a member of the planning 
commission for nearly a decade. He’s 
also on the Ford Road Task Force, a 
group that will benefit from his perspec¬ 
tive. Zarbo’s pro-business stance and 
dedication to improving infrastructure 
and traffic flow will be a positive in the 
years to come. 

This will be LaJoy’s first foray into 
local politics. He’s long been active in the 
community in volunteer roles, though, 
and through the Canton Chamber of 
Commerce, of which he is the president 
He’ll give the board a young voice, as well 
as another strong tie to Lansing, as his 
father will likely be re-elected. 

The board of trustees has long been 
representative of the strongly republican 
township, but things are changing. There 
are people that subscribe to different 
political beliefs, and they need a voice, 


too. While it’s a bit ridiculous to talk 
about parly politics at a level as local as a 
township board - those serving on it 
should reflect the best interests of the 
community as a whole - we’d still like to 
see a democrat among the next batch of 
trustees. Of the two, we like Rice better A 
resident for 20 years, he’s got a strong 
union background. He’s also involved in 
several community groups, sits on the 
board of directors for the Plymouth 
Symphony Orchestra and is an active 
member of the Plymouth-Canton Band 
Boosters. Anyone familiar with that orga¬ 
nization knows they know a great deal 
about raising funds, and lobbying for 
additional help. Like in Plymouth 
Township, the built in experience on the 
Canton Board of Trustees sets the stage 
for a newcomer to test out the political 
waters. Rice is the best guy to do that 
Trust us, the township will survive hav¬ 
ing a democrat behind the dais.

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Escape of prisoner prompts procedural change

A man believed to be responsi¬ 
ble for two robberies in Inkster 
escaped from the Inkster jail while 
in the custody of the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department Wednesday 
afternoon 

Rahman Gillespie had 
appeared in court for his prelimi¬ 
nary examination early 
Wednesday at the 22nd District 
Court in Inkster for the armed rob¬ 
bery of the Little Caesars restau¬ 
rant on Henry Ruff Road. Police 
said the 28-year-old asked 
deputies if he could use the 
restroom before getting into a van 
destined for the Wayne County 
JaiL 

But after Gillespie used the 
restroom, he fled through an open 


door in the port of the station, 
which was left open. He was last 
seen running down Michigan 
Avenue, said Inkster Det Anthony 
Abdallah. 

“They were on their way to tak¬ 
ing him into custody when he 
escaped. I think the sheriff is writ¬ 
ing up a warrant for escape for 
him right now,” he said. “He has 
family in Inkster, a girlfriend in 
Romulus, and we checked all of 
those places ... We have no idea 
where he is.” 

Gillespie was charged with rob¬ 
bing the restaurant on Oct. 3. 
Unable to make the $50,000 bond, 
he was remanded to the Wayne 
County Jail until his preliminary 
examination Wednesday, when he 
returned to the 22nd District 
Court 

Gillespie’s escape has members 


of the Inkster Police and the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department wondering out loud 
about which agency is responsible 
for the prisoner’s flight 

Abdallah surmises that 
Gillespie escaped easily because 
the door at the Inkster Police sta¬ 
tion was open while the sheriff 
was moving prisoners through the 
door into a van. 

“But they didn’t pull the van 
close enough to the door, and he 
ran right past (a sheriff).’’ 

Typically, deputies will pull into 
the port and close the door behind 
them, a step that did not occur dur¬ 
ing this prisoner pickup, the video¬ 
tape shows. 

John Roach, a spokesman for 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department, said the Inkster 
police are somewhat responsible. 


“We’ve had an opportunity to 
review the tapes (of Gillespie’s 
escape), and we feel he was never 
officially turned over to the sher¬ 
iff,” said Roach. “An Inkster police 
civilian employee took the hand¬ 
cuffs off, and allowed him to use 
the bathroom. When he came out, 
the employee did not escort him 
back to us, she just pointed him in 
the right directioa” 

The videotape shows Gillespie 
walking calmly past the deputy 
with an identification bracelet 
from the sheriff’s department on 
his wrist And all of the paperwork 
required to turn a prisoner back to 
the sheriff’s department was pro¬ 
vided to deputies, Hill said. 

“Once a prisoner is bonded (in 
court), they are in the custody of 
the sheriff’s department; we really 
just assisting them from that 


point,” he said. 

However, the Inkster Polici 
Department has instituted a nev 
policy that specifies that an Inkste: 
officer will accompany all prison 
ers during transfers. “There an 
some things we could have don< 
differently, and we have a new pol 
icy in place,” Hill said. 

Gillespie will likely face felon,’ 
fleeing and eluding charges, whicl 
is punishable by up to 10 year 
behind bars. 

Gillespie is described as abou 
6-feet, 1-inch tall with a mediun 
build. Hill said he is considered U 
be armed and dangerous. Anyont 
with information is advised not tx 
approach Gillespie and immedi 
ately call Inkster police at (313 
563-9850.

the mark 

Team. America: World 
Police is probably the most 
ridiculous and politically 
incorrect film to ever grace 
the silver screen. 
Nonetheless, audiences 
won’t be able to refrain 
from chuckling at the bla¬ 
tant political lampoon from 
South Park creators Trey 
Parker and Matt Stone. 

Parker and Stone usually 
use the unintelligible ban¬ 
ter of their cartoon young¬ 
sters in their cult cartoon 
hit South Park to make fans 
chuckle. This time, howev¬ 
er, they use the bumbling 
movements and foul 
mouths of puppets to direct 
their socially improper 
humor at the masses. 

Although Stone and 
Parker try to convey their 
personal take on current 
events with Team America, 
it is obvious the real motive 
of the creators is to see how 
many times, with how many 
different voices and in how 
many ludicrous situations, 
they can use the F-word and 
still make it funny. 
Unfortunately it works most 
of the time - there’s just 
something about a Kim 
Jung II puppet with an Eric 
Cartman-like voice using 
phrases that would make 
Andrew Dice Clay blush. 

The humor became tire¬ 
some after a while, but the 
creators do have a theme 
and a message as the 
attempt to debunk 
America’s position in the 
current war on terror. The 
movie begins with Team 
America en route to Paris to 
stop a small band of terror¬ 
ists. Once they arrive, they 
destroy most of the city, 
including the Eiffel Tower 
and the Louvre - wreaking 
more havoc as they try to 
save the city than any ter¬ 
rorists would have accom¬ 
plished had their evil plans 
succeeded. I think they 
proved their point 

They also create a mari¬ 
onette of Michael Moore, 
which is a funny-enough 
concept and depict him as 
an overeating, Team- 
America- hating suicide 
bomber that destroys 
Mount Rushmore that dou¬ 
bles as Team America’s 
headquarters. 

But the characters are 
too preposterous and the

to the underlying charges that America is 
considered a bully around the world. I 
think most Americans who see the film 
will miss the point - because it is covered 
up by bad jokes, too much swearing and 
cheap puppet sex.

It was rumored 
that Team America actually received an 
NC-17 rating but scenes were cut to allow 
the now R rating. But director Parker 
left noting to the imagination. And all I 
can say is it will be interesting to see 
which outtakes make it onto the DVD 
when it’s released (I can’t believe I said 
that). 

The storyline is fun - even more so if 
you don’t have an opinion on current 
events and the war In the Middle East 

Team America is an international 
police force set on maintaining global 


stability. Led by Spottswoode, the team 
enlists the acting abilities of Broadway 
actor Gary Johnston to help infiltrate a 
terrorist network. With other members 
Chris, Sarah, Lisa and Joe, Gary discov¬ 
ers that the terrorists’ plot to destroy the 
world is already set in motion. After 
destroying most of Egypt, Team America 
disbands a sector of terrorists and feels 
they have saved the world. They don’t 
realize until too late that power-hungry 
dictator Kim Jung II has a plan to destroy 
all of the major cities in the world. 

With all of the members of Team 
America captured, it is up to Gary to save 
the world from Kim Jung II and his 
alliance with the Film Actors’ Guild 
(imagine the fun Parker and Stone had 
with that acronym). The guild consists of 
extreme liberals such as Tim Robbins, 
Susan Sarandon, Matt Damon, Samuel L 
Jackson and George Clooney led by Alec 
Baldwin, “the greatest actor in the 
world,” according to Gary. 

I’m ashamed to say that I actually 
laughed aloud several times but to be 
honest; I just couldn’t help it I’m not sure 


if the scenes were that funny or if I was 
laughing because I couldn’t believe what 
I was seeing and hearing.

CHAPTER 7, ARTICLE VII 
ORDINANCE APPROVING AMENDED AND RESTATED 
DEVELOPMENT PLAN AND TAX INCREMENT FINANCING 
PLAN FOR THE ROMULUS DOWNTOWN 
DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 

WHEREAS, the Romulus Downtown Development Authority (the “Authority”) 
has previously prepared and approved a Development Plan and Tax Increment 
Financing Plan (the “1989 Plan”), which was approved by the City Council (the “City 
Council”) of the City of Romulus (the “City”) on December 27, 1989; and 

WHEREAS, on September 24, 1990 the City Council amended the 1989 Plan 
by adopting an ordinance (the “1990 Ordinance”) approving the Tax Increment 
Financing and Development Plan for Development Area # 1 and Development Area 
#2 (the “1990 Plan”); and 

WHEREAS, the Authority has prepared and recommended for approval an 
Amended and Restated Development Plan and Tax Increment Financing Plan (the 
“Amended and Restated Plan”) to amend the 1990 Plan; and 

WHEREAS, the City Council held a public hearing on September 27, 2004 on 
the Amended and Restated Plan for the Authority’s Development Area in the 
Downtown District pursuant to. Act 197, Public Acts of Michigan, 1975, as amended 
(the “Act”); and 

WHEREAS, the City Council has given the taxing jurisdictions in which the 
Development Area is located an opportunity to meet with the City Council and to 
express their views and recommendations regarding the Plan, as required by the Act; 
and 

WHEREAS, after consideration of the Plan, the City Council has determined to 
approve the Plan. 

NOW, THEREFORE, THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

1. Findings. 

(a) The City Council has taken into consideration the findings and recom¬ 
mendations of the development area citizens council. 

(b) The development plan portion of the Amended and Restated Plan as 
amended by the Amended and Restated Plan meets the requirements set forth in sec¬ 
tion 17(2) of the Act. 

(c) The proposed method of financing the development is feasible and the 
Authority has the ability to arrange the financing. 

(d) The development is reasonable and necessary to carry out the purposes 
of the Act. 

(e) Any land included within the Development Area to be acquired is rea¬ 
sonably necessary to carry out the purposes of the Act, if any. 

(f) The development plan as amended by the Amended and Restated Plan 
is in reasonable accord with the master plan of the City. 

(g) Public services, such as fire and police protection and utilities, are or 
will be adequate to service the Development Area. 

(h) Changes in zoning, streets, street levels, intersections, and utilities, to 
the extent required by the Amended and Restated Plan are reasonably necessary for 
the project and for the City. 

2. Public Purpose. The City Council hereby determines that the Amended 
and Restated Plan as amended by the Amended and Restated Plan constitutes a public 
purpose. 

3. Best Interest of the Public . The City Council hereby determines that it 
is in the best interests of the public to halt property value deterioration, increase prop¬ 


erty tax valuation, eliminate the causes of the deterioration in property values, and to 
promote growth in the Downtown District to proceed with the Amended and Restated 
Plan. 

4. Approval and Adoption of Amended and Restated Plan . The Amended 
and Restated Plan is hereby approved and adopted. A copy of the Amended and 
Restated Plan and all later amendments thereto shall be maintained on file in the City 
Clerk’s office. 

5. Amendment to 1990 Ordinance: Repeal of Portions of 1990 
Ordinance: Conflict and Severability. The 1990 Ordinance is hereby amended by this 
Ordinance. Section 6 of the 1990 Ordinance is hereby amended to delete the second 
sentence which states “The plan shall terminate when all projects described are com¬ 
pleted and when all indebtedness incurred to finance the same are paid or December 
31, 2010, whichever is earlier.” Section 11 of the 1990 Ordinance is hereby amended 
to delete the last two sentences which states “In 1994 and 1995 all taxing jurisdictions 
shall share in proportions to their tax levies twenty-five (25) percent of the projected 
captured tax increments. In each year thereafter all taxing jurisdictions shall share on 
the basis [of] thirty-three (33) percent of the captured tax increments.” All ordinances, 
resolutions and orders or parts thereof in conflict with the provisions of this 

* Ordinance are to the extent of such conflict hereby repealed, and each section of this 
Ordinance and each subdivision of any section thereof is hereby declared to be inde¬ 
pendent, and the finding or holding of any section or subdivision thereof to be invalid 
or void shall not be deemed or held to affect the validity of any other section or subdi¬ 
vision of this Ordinance. 

6. Paragraph Headings. The paragraph headings in this Ordinance are 
furnished for convenience of reference only and shall not be considered to be a part of 
the Ordinance. 

7. Publication and Recordation . This Ordinance shall be published in full 
promptly after its adoption in the Romulus Roman , a newspaper of general circulation 
in the City, qualified under State law to publish legal notices, and shall be recorded in 
the Ordinance Book of the City, which recording shall be authenticated by the signa¬ 
ture of the City Clerk. 

8. Effective Date . This Ordinance is hereby determined by the City 
Council to be immediately necessary for the interests of the City and shall be in full 
force and effect from and after its passage and publication as required by law. 

Passed and adopted by the City Council of the City of Romulus, County of Wayne, 
State of Michigan, on October 4 2004, and approved by the Mayor on Oct. 4 2004.
